Frank A. Gunther, President retired of Radio Eng- 
ineering Labs., Division (REL) and Executive Vice 
President Retired of the parent company, Dynamics 
Corporation of America (DCA), was awarded the 
Edwin H. Armstrong Medal by the Radio Club of 
America. The presentation was made at the organ- 
ization's 6lst Banquet at the Statler Hilton Hotel 
in New York City on Thursday evening, Dec 10,1970. 
The award, with an accompanying citation, was 
"Presented to Frank A. Gunther, recognizing his 
many valuable contribution to radio." It is award- 
ed to a recipient being honored by the Radio Club 
of America for outstanding achievement in the 
field of communications... The Armstrong award 
was established by the Radio Club of America in 
1937 as a memorial to the late Edwin H. Armstrong 
radio pioneer and scientist whose four inventions- 
Regeneration, Super Regeneration, the Super Heter- 
odyne, and Frequency Modulation -- became the 
pbuilding blocks of modern Radio Communications. 


During his lifetime Mr Gunther has been respons- 
ible for advancing the techniques and application 
of principles in the desi and development of 
radio equigment for which he has been honored on 
a number of occasions. Mr. Gunther is President 
of the Armstrong Memorial Research Foundation; 
Vice President and Life Member of the Quarter 
Century Wireless Association; Life 
member of the ARRL; Fellow of Past Pres 
and Fellow of the Radio Club of America; Past 
National Pres., and Per-manent Director of the 
Armed Forces Communications and Electronics Ass'n.

Mr. Gunther recipient of Armstrong Medal from 
the Radio Club of America, in his response to 
the members thanked them for the honor bestowed 
upon him. He stre d that it was unexpected. 

He introduced his wife and family, and stated 
his family deserves a piece of the medal for 
having lived through and endured many of the 
experiences of a young fellow in radio communic- 
ations. He discussed his relationship with Edwin 
Armstrong, because | life was e k by being 
able to work with him. He stated that is is a 
source of pride and ea eaoe ion to have just 
joined the ranks of the lists.
